“After all,” said my companion, “they 
were his stock in trade.”

According to 
her, on early mornings of the nineteen- 
twenties cars containing Bernhard Berenson 
and Herbert P. Horne, rival experts in 
Tuscan art, could be seen leaving Florence 
in opposite directions, as both set out on 
expeditions into the surrounding country in 
search of unknown or forgotten altarpieces 
in backwoods churches. A moderate figure 
would satisfy the parish priest, who would 
then be able to mend the roof or the heat- 
ing system of his church, while a few well- 
placed articles in the Burlington Magazine 
or the Gazette des Beaux Arts would soon 
boost the value and interest of the piece 
to such a point that the purchaser would be 
convinced he had a bargain, while the 
enterprising aesthetes would get a comfort- 
able percentage on the deal.

But it was difficult to maintain so cynical 
an estimate of the man, as one viewed the 
frail, grey old figure of BB himself, wrap- 
ped in a shawl against the cold (the house 
was chill, compared to the heat outside), 
coming in from his car and settling his 
narrow old bones into the deep cushions 
of an English-style settee. Here was the 
Classic picture of an ancient sage, tranquil 
of mind and strong in spirit, however infirm 
in body, surrounded by the devotion of the 
young. But these young were a crowd of 
dreadful American college girls, who had 
come to view him as they might “do” any 
Other ancient monument, crowding round 
him with their yapping, drawling, “Is that 
so, Mr. Berenson?” “Isn't that inneresting, 
Mr. Berenson.” He remained civil where 
lesser men would have sent them packing— 
it was a distressing, but admirably stoical, 
last impression to carry away with one, a 
last impression of the man who had done 
More than anyone else, except perhaps 
Heinrich Wolfflin, to revolutionize our ideas 
of Italian art.

HOULD architects be allowed to be directors in building 
firms? The arguments in favour of this are persuasively 
put in the September RIBA Journal. This suggests that 

a number of senior members of the profession are intrigued 
by the idea. 

The profession can hardly speak in a united, independent 
manner on this proposal because architects already work as 
salaried members of building firms. A change in the pro- 
fessional code could mean that instead of Sesliders merely 
offering a design service in their advertisements, the half page 
advertisement in the daily newspaper could blare: ‘‘ Sheppard 
and Laing or Bennett and Bovis, or Scott and Holloway, 
architects and builders—to conjure up a few possibilities. 
This would present certain architects’ names to the public 
as never before. The question remains: to what degree is 
this desirable ? 

Many would agree that the operation of building would improve 


if design and construction was carried out by one team (just 
as overall design improves if sketch design and working 
drawings are executed by one team). But this is only one 


aspect of the problem. The aim and ambition is, or should be, 
to produce architecture: the most perfect design possible 
within the client’s limits of time and money. 

Would architecture, and therefore the service to the client, 
improve if design and construction operated under one roof? 
It has not been proved. No one can readily show any other 
industrial product which confirms the matter conclusively. 
Indeed, architectural design, divorced from building, has led 
the way over the whole field of design despite the handicap 
of there not being any direct comual by designers over con- 
struction. The main dangers are: first, that architects teamed 
with builders would sacrifice design standards for structural 
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or financial convenience; second, that the client (who may | 


only buy a building once in a lifetime, and cannot therefore | 


acquire experience in the matter) will be forced to turn to 
another professional man for guidance—in this case, pre- 
sumably, the quantity surveyor, a man not trained to give 
advice on design. 
The matter is complex and fascinating, and the RIBA is 
probably right to raise it. But what the client wants to see 
is not the designer submerged in the building machine, or 
outside it and at loggerheads with it, but the architect and 


the builder working harmoniously because both have pro- | 


fessional standards. Isn’t this a more worthwhile aim ? 





A WORD TO THE MINISTER 


Yet another voice has come from the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government to warn us of the impending spread 
of the London conurbation over south-east England. A month 
ago Mr. Powell told the British Association that the London 
conurbation would soon be 80 to 100 miles wide. Last week 
J. R. James, a senior research officer, told the CPRE confer- 
ence that a further expansion of employment in and around 
London appears inevitable. Development plans throughout 
the country show a 25 per cent increase in urban land in 
20 vears, but the outward movement and other claims on 
land from the cities are causing such intense pressure that 
Mr. James urged the need to zone more land for development 
in less beautiful areas beyond the green belts. The LCC’s 
revised development plan alone estimates that 216,500 house- 
holds must move out of the Administrative County alone by 
1972. At the same time Mr. James warned that without 
active government assistance there might be a renewed drift 
of population to the south-east, from the declining industrial 
centres of the north. 

Nobody who is familiar with the grimy ugliness of the old 
industrial towns can disagree with his verdict that the differ- 
ence in urban quality between north and south is one of the 
main reasons for the southward drift. It will take 30 or 40 
years to clear existing slums in Lancashire and West Yorkshire 
at the present rate. Mr. James is absolutely right to say that 
factories alone are not enough and that the northern towns 
have to be made better places in which to live by a sustained 
process of urban renewal. 

The northern industrial towns provide the ideal opportunity 
for the large-scale experiments in urban renewal suggested 
by SPUR, but this is a job, as Mr. James implies, that is too 
big for private enterprise or the local authorities. In London, 
too, a bold attack on urban renewal (of which there is no sign 
in the LCC’s revised plan) might, by redeveloping low density 
areas at higher densities, materially reduce the outward pres- 
sure. Unless bold initiatives are made by the new Minister 
of Housing and Local Government in the fields of regional 
planning and urban renewal, the suburban tide will sweep right 
over the planning barriers that protect what still remains of 
England’s green and pleasant land. 


THE SUITE USED-TO-BE 

You'll see opposite something that 
didn’t get into the Architectural 
Review's special October number on 
the Commonwealth—a picture of 
British Columbia’s new Government 
House, in Vancouver. It shows that 
even in young countries, which are not 
burdened by tradition and preservation 
mania, the Motherland is not forgotten. 
The dining room of this building is 
panelled in fir and distinguished—says 
a handout—“ by the magnificent 
mahogany dining-room suite made in 
Scotland.” A lot of other features in 
the house resemble those of the original 
mansion, which was burned down in 
1852—three months after it was built. 
But don’t be too depressed. The best 
thing about this building is that it’s 
accident-prone. Replacements were 
burned down in 1889 and 1957. 


IT CAN’T HAPPEN HERE? 

I wish more people could hear Bruno 
Schlaffenberg’s views on American 
traffic and its effect on the landscape. 
Mr. Schlaffenberg—one of the senior 
architect-planners in the LCC—has 
spent several months as a_ professor 
at Pennsylvania University, and has 
brought back some good Awful- 
Warning colour slides which he has 
shown in a couple of fascinating talks. 
He says that the hundred-billion-dollar 
road programme is giving Americans 
even more congestion, because the num- 
ber of traffic lanes never keep up with

the growth of traffic. And he points out 
that a city disintegrates the moment its 
public transport fails and the shops 


‘begin to move out. 


The lesson for us is obvious, though 
Mr. Schlaffenberg thinks we’re in a 
better position than the United States 
because of our system of planning and 
local government. It’s nice to hear 
something good said about it. 


ASPIRE IF YOU CAN 
“A Communion Rail must be pro- 
vided ” say the conditions for the 
Liverpool Cathedral competition. “ The 
Lady Altar should be in a separate 
chapel,” they add. These words mean 
what they say. Basil Spence and his 
fellow assessors point out that although 
“must” is mandatory, “ should” is 
not. This is a splendid attempt to make 
the conditions really clear. But what is 
the competitor to think when he reads 
“a block plan is to be shown on the 
site plan,” or “at least one large bell 
to be provided.” Are these “ must ” 
or “ should.”? 


WHY AREN’T YOU A MEMBER? 

It’s a pity the Housing Centre is think- 
ing of getting rid of its annual deficit 
of five to six hundred pounds by raising 
its subscription from thirty shillings 
to something like two guineas. Wouldn’t 
it be better to step up the number of 
individual members? (Only 250 are 
paying the full subscription and support 
from local authorities, buildings soci- 
eties and builders is absurdly small). 
The president, Sir William Holford, 
thinks this should be done. So let me 
remind you that architects are not well 
enough represented on the Centrés 
membership, and that their subscrip- 
tions rank as a business expense. And 
let me remind you that the Housing 
Centre is behind SPUR, which deserves 


your support. 


THE MIES DEMEANOUR 

I never expected to hear an architect 
offering another architect a cigar on 
the Third Programme. But that is 
what happened in Graeme Shankland’s 
interview with Mies van der Rohe. 
However, no epigrams were offered 
with the cigar—these were left to Mr. 
Shankland who made something of an 
Occasion of the programme, in spite 
of the fact that he had scooped him- 
self in an article in October’s Contract 
Furnishing. 
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Mies on Mies was certainly worth 
hearing. He said that the “ grammar ” 
of his architecture had been so refined 
that it had now attained “the highest 
objectivity” and could thus be used 
by anyone at all “without copying 
because it was all quite objective.” 
And he moved from objectivity to 
morality when he offered an alterna- 
tive to his usual system of construc- 
tion. Prefabricated cross-wall con- 
struction was “ not right,” he said, and 
he went into an eulogy about glass 
being the “best material.” Later he 
declared that in Schinkel’s Altes 
Museum one could find “ everything 
in architecture.” It was at this point 
that Shankland made an extraordinary 
proposition, I think without noticing 
it—that when Mies got interested in 
Schinkel, around 1910, his buildings 
had stood for only 80 years. It makes 
one realize how deeply into the 19th 
century the roots of moderns are 
struck. 


DR. MURRAY IN A HURRY? 

The Penguin Dictionary of Art and 
Artists* is a book I meant to tell you 
about some time ago. The buik of it is 
excellent—a first-class guide to art, 
written in language the average archi- 
tect can understand, and packed in a 
shape that can be slipped into the coat 
pocket before you set out for the 
National Gallery, the Louvre or the 
Uffizi.

was so alarmed by the statement that 
Purism was an “arid doctrine” that 
“produced no art at all” which is 
either inaccurate or deliberately unfair 
to Corb and Ozenfant that I checked 
up with People who Ought to Know, 
and found that other entries 
equally wrong. Dubuffet is credited as 
the founder of Tachisme, for instance 
(“ what nonsense,” you are all crying). 
And action painting is said to be based 
on the assumption that “ the subcon- 
scious will take over and produce a 
work of art “as opposed to ” the in- 
tellectual type of Abstract Art in which 
some thought is necessary.” A man at 
the ICA who read this offered to show 
me a film of Jackson Pollock thinking 
hard about what to do next to one of 
his action paintings.

It’s clear that the authors don’t like 
a lot of Modern Art. But have they any 
right to obtrude their opinions into a 
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work that laymen will consult in search 
of truth? The pity of it is that the 
authors are Dr. Peter Murray and his 
wife, and—on his own beat,- which 
is Bramante—Dr. Murray is one of my 
favourite historians. 


NO MORE CIAM 

Survivors of the Congress at Otterlo in 
Holland report that a hard-hitting time 
was had by all. The objects of this 
exercise were (a) to see if something 
like CIAM could be organized again, 
and (b) “ confrontation of the opinions 
of the invited participants about the 
present situation in architecture and 
town planning.” The answer to (a) was 
no. Let us hope we have now come to 
the end of the indecently protracted 
death-agonies of CIAM. If architects 


want an international club, what’s 
wrong with the IUA?

It was on (b) that the fighting was 
most intense, and this is not surprising 
since the opinions to be confronted 
ranged from those of the Italian Art- 
Nouveau revivalists on one side, to 
those of the Team-X tough-guys on the 
other. The Italians argued with enor- 
mous skill and endurance, often until 
three or four in the morning, defending 
the historicism of their designs, while 
newcomers to the circus were so 
alarmed at Team-X’s use of ordinary 


English third-degree  crit-techniques 
that they refused to discuss their 


schemes at all. Things became so parti- 
san that when the Smithson-McHale 
film on Berlin was shown, the Italians, 
led by Ernesto Rogers, refused to join 
in the otherwise enthusiastic applause. 
This is much more like Krushchev in 
America, than the old days at CIAM.

Motropolis 


As we rush downhill, like the Gadar- 
it is fascinating to have such a 
complete account of how it is happening. 
Mr. MacEwen’s formidable array of facts 
which are preventing effective action at 
national and local levels will have to be 
faced very soon. Anything less than major 
decisions in Parliament is mere “ Roman” 
fiddling. The chief difficulty is in raising 
public interest. If the social cost of road 
casualties doesn’t touch the public, an esti- 
mate of a mere £500,000,000 a year lost in 
time, tyres and temper won't. 

It would be interesting to speculate posi- 
tively on the advantages to be enjoyed by 
the first country to have legislators with the 
imagination and political strength to use the 
motor-car as a tool for civilized living, in- 
stead of a weapon of social, economic and 
physical destruction. 

Mr. Watkinson’s statement of May 7, 1959, 
quoted in Mr. MacEwen’s article, even if 
taken out of its context (“. because 
traffic congestion is at least a sign of (an)? 
expanding and lively economy”) can only 
mean that he doesn’t understand, or doesn’t 
care about, the seriousness of the threat to 
our towns. It is tragically reminiscent of the 
Victorian, paleotechnic, attitude of the nor- 
thern manufacturers “ Where there’s muck 
there’s money.” The Minister might pay a 
visit to the towns which so accurately re- 
flect the “muck” attitude. They are cer- 
tainly not a fit environment for Neotechnic 
man.

S1R: I am delighted that someone has at 
last had the courage to challenge the 
monstrous and lethal tyranny which we have 
allowed our servant the car to exercise 
over us. The attempt to combine human 
living and mechanical speed on the same 
ground space cancels out the value of both. 
Man cannot live, and the car cannot speed. 
For urban living, as Malcolm MacEwen 
says, roadheads leading to pedestrian pre- 
cincts are one of the answers. (How much 
additional density could be added to the 
average housing layout by the elimination 
of open corners for sight-lines?) 
The same principle should be applied to 
the countryside: really fast transport to 
certain points and from there safe and 
pleasant leisure, instead of a uniformly 
thwarted and usually dangerous speed 
throughout. 
Where distances from the speed-heads are 
too great to be walked, cars are capable 
of performing at speeds which are safe in 
any circumstances. The imposition of appro- 
priate limits would not be difficult if both 
the law and the public recognized that kill- 
ing in the pursuit of illegal speed is as 
culpable as killing in pursuit of illegal gain. 
To the victim, there is little difference.

Security seems to be almost as tricky a 
problem in the RIBA as it is in the services. 
The only thing that’s wrong with Basil 
Spence’s method of regaling journalists with 
an uninhibited and stimulating flow of com- 
ment is that no sooner has he thrown a tit- 
bit to the Press than he says guardedly 
“don’t put that down.” So, while it can be 
reported that the first meeting of the new 
Council seems to have been lively, and 
even heated at times, while members de- 
bated the two-tier profession and education, 
and the Allied Society representatives tried 
to reverse some of the constitutional re- 
forms, the security curtain remains drawn 
over many of the details. 

The Council had the benefit, for the first 
time, of a handsome orange cover for its 
minutes (all part of the redesigning of the 
Council’s literature) but not even the handy 
finger tabs now provided to enable sleepy 
members to find the place seem to have 
shortened the meeting. It was, said Mr. 
Spence, long drawn out and exacting, and 
there were lots of new members (from the 
Allied Societies, one gathered) accusing the 
Council leaders of going to fast, and trying 
to “bulldoze” certain items through. 

But before he told us about these stirring 
events the President announced that C. D. 
Spragg, the retired Secretary, had been made 
an Hon. Associate, and gave a lively ac- 
count of his sittings, stripped to the waist, 
for the Epstein bust—the last, by the way, 
that Epstein completed. 

Another innovation was that the Council 
members received, for the first time, a 
“ Secretary’s report ”’—a sort of news letter 
to keep them up to date on the Council’s 
activities on such things as motor roads, 
the design of garages and the O&M survey 
going on inside the RIBA itself. 


Relations with engineers 
Mr. Spence told us, too, of an important 
step towards better relations with the engi- 


neers. Since the last meeting between the 
Councils of the ICE and the RIBA at 
which the fur flew over the Brett report on 
the rdle of the architect in planning, there 
has been a more friendly discussion with 
the engineers about architects and motor 
roads. As a result, the next joint meeting of 
the ICE and the RIBA on March 15, 1960, 
is going to discuss the impact of motor 
roads on the city, with Frederick Gibberd 
as the RIBA spokesman, the idea being to 
discuss the problem rather than solutions— 
which, the President added, had already 
been done in “a very creditable publica- 
tion” by the ARCHITECTS’ JOURNAL. 

There is also to be another meeting with 
the RICS and other professional bodies 
about the Brett report, which is going to be 
“chewed over” in the meantime. The view 
at the RIBA now seems to be that it should 
be revised before publication because it 
made somewhat excessive claims for archi- 


tects, 


The Policy Committee 

Basil Spence had a few words to say about 
the new committee system, the aim of which 
is to get smaller committees. The executive 
committee has been abolished, and a small 
Policy Committee of nine has been set up, 
to meet as required. It consists of the 
President, Richard Sheppard (Hon. Sec.), 
Hubert Bennett (Hon. Treas.), Norman 
Fowler (President, Allied Societies’ Con- 


ference), Donald Gibson (Vice-President), 
Cleeve Barr, Robert Matthew, Denis 
Clarke-Hall and Frederick Gibberd. A re- 


port on the new committee system will be 
published soon. 


Competitions to be reviewed 


Before giving an account of a discussion in 
Council on competitions Mr. Spence said 
that there had been considerable disquiet 
about competitions on several grounds, and 
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a strong feeling that there should be more 
of them to give young people a chance. As 
a result of the discussion, in which it was 
agreed that the crux of the problem was the 
appointment of the assessor, the Competi- 
tions Committee was asked to look into six 
points: 

1. Rescinding the advice to assessors not to 
publish reports. 

2. Types of buildings for which competi- 
tions are suitable. 

3. The need for assessors to be ruthless on 
the breaking of conditions. (Basil Spence 
said that it was frantically difficult to frame 
conditions; in the Liverpool Cathedral com- 
petition they had written in a condition 
that when the word “must” appeared any 
competitor who broke the condition would 
be disqualified—but there were very few 
“musts ” and a lot of “ mays.” 

4. The publication of a leaflet or pamphlet 
to sell the idea of a competition to pro- 
moters. This would explain the pros and 
cons of different types of competition. 

5. The reconsideration of the diffierent types 
of competition—two-stage, limited, open, 
etc. 

6. To what extent the RIBA can bring pres- 
sure to bear on the IUA to ensure that in 
international competitions a majority of 
“technicians ” are on the jury. In a recent 
competition for a library, there were three 
assessors—Sir Hugh Casson, a layman and 
a librarian. The IUA apparently regarded 
the librarian as a “ technician.” 


“ Emotion ” about two tiers 
A report on the discussion onthe final recom- 


mendation emerging from the Oxford 
Conference committee, in which “a lot of 
emotion” was generated on the subject of 


the two-tier profession and a recommenda- 
tion about it was made, must await prior 
publication in the RIBA Journal. The recom- 
mendations also proposed the reform of the 
Board of Architectural Education. 


Allied Societies—narrow defeat 

The most long drawn out and heated dis- 
cussion appears, however, to have taken 
place en the report of the Constitutional 
Committee. By the narrow majority of 27 
to 22 the Council defeated an attempt by the 
representatives of the Allied Societies to 
reverse the Council’s earlier decision that 
representatives of regional representatives on 
the Council should be elected by a postal 
ballot of all RIBA members in each area 
(who would automatically be members of 
the Society). The Allied Societies represen- 
tatives proposed that “ provided the Allied 
Society Council is elected by an approved 
democratic procedure of its members resi- 
dent in its area the Allied Societies Council 
shall be free to nominate from its elected 
Council members its representative or repre- 
sentatives on the RIBA Council.” The Con- 
stitutional Committee recommended that the 
RIBA Council, after expressing its view on 
this amendment should refer the issue to 
a referendum of members—a proposal for 
which there was not much support as it 
would cost £1,000. 

Basil Spence told the Press conference that 
he had felt it would be undemocratic to 
act on such a narrow majority. The Council 


-had, therefore, arrived at a compromise by 


which, although the decision stands in prin- 
ciple, the Presidents of the Allied Societies 
will meet the Constitutional Committee and 
thrash things out. He was hopeful they 
would reach agreement. “ The one thing I 
want to avoid” said Mr. Spence “is a split 
right up the centre of the profession.” On 
the other hand, as there were allied societies 
whose procedures were anything but demo- 
cratic, the thing badly needed reform. The 
Allied Societies wanted to do things their 
own way, he said. They wanted their 
Council, not their members, to decide who 
was to represent them. 

An Allied Society amendment to increase 
the proportion of regionally elected repre- 
sentatives from one-half to two-thirds was 
deferred, for discussion at the meeting of 
the Presidents with the Constitutional Com- 
mittee. 

London IUA Congress 

A meeting of the IUA in Portugal has de- 


cided that the theme of the 1961 IUA 
Congress, to be held in the Festival Hall, 


London, shall be “new techniques and 
materials: their impact on architecture,” 
with three sub-titles: 1. Historical survey 


of architectural change caused by new 
techniques and materials. 2. Influence of 
reinforced concrete on architecture, present 
and future. 3. Impact on architecture of 
industrialized building methods. The spea- 
kers proposed for the Congress are: 
Lewis Mumford, Dr. Nikolaus Pevsner, 
Bruno Zevi, Luigi Nervi, Verne Ketchum, 
Kryniewiecki, H. van Kuyck, R. Llewelyn 
Davies. : 

The list is, apparently, not complete. In 
reply to a questioner who pointed out that 
speakers were all drawn from Europe and 
North America, Mr. Spence replied that it 
had been very difficult to think of speakers 
from the Soviet Union or the Asian coun- 
tries: it was explained, too, that “the only 
Russian had died.” 


The President’s aims 

The President was asked what were the 
main things he hoped to get through in his 
last year in office. He named three things: 
first, and most important, to raise profes- 
sional status (which was closely tied up 
with public relations); second, to get much 
more unity between the professions and not 
to have rows in public: third, closer links 
with architects overseas. 


The “ Pooh-Bah ” 

Finally, there were some questions about 
the proposed new executive officer, or chief 
information officer, who is to be respon- 
sible both for forging effective communica- 
tions between the Council, the Allied Socie- 
ties and the individual members, and for 
publicity about architecture and the RIBA. 
It soon became evident, particularly from 
Gordon Ricketts’ explanation, that the 
Council hope to find one man to do two 
very different jobs, a “Pooh Bah,” an 
“omnibus appointment.” On the one hand, 
he .would spend a lot of time with the 
Allied Societies, helping them with informa- 
tion and advice, and bringing back their 
grouses to London. On the other, he must 
be a first-class journalist who can knock 


off a vivid, lucid piece about the architec- 
tural profession at a moment's notice. Basil 
Spence admitted that such a man would be 
hard to find and emphasized that, at present, 
the public relations side should not be 
stressed too much, and he expressed the 
opinion that while a public relations officer 
could do good work killing the idea that 
architects were only good for elevation he 
could do a great deal of harm by “ plugging 
bad work.” The main aim, he said, must be 
to raise the standard of training of the 
architect, and raise the status of the profes- 
sion, that they could practise their exper- 
tise in better conditions. Gordon Ricketts 
added that the whole ot the aim otf tnree 
new committees (on technical information, 
technical standards, and management) was 
to raise the standard of performance. 


REVISED LONDON PLAN 
Slow Pace on Urban 


Renewal 





A correspondent writes: 

The Town Planning Committee of the LCC 
says, in its report on the quinquennial re- 
view of the County of London Development 
Plan, that the two major planning problems 
of the County are congestion at the centre 
and the factors leading to overspill of popu- 
lation. It is interesting to see what measures 
the LCC proposes to take in the 12-year 
period 1960 to 1972 to deal with these 
problems. 

The review of the plan is based on the 
assumption that on an average the Council 
will spend £30 million a year gross capital 
expenditure for 12 years. This compares 
with £27 million a year proposed for 20 
years in the 1951 Development Plan. Allow- 
ing for the depreciation of money the total 
real expenditure will therefore be somme- 
what less in the next 12 years than was 
proposed in the crisis year of 1951. and as 
the expenditure on roads is being increased 
to £6 million a year expenditure in other 
directions must be proportionately less. It is 
absolutely clear that, however much poli- 
ticians may talk about doubling the standard 
of living in 25 years, or the need to increase 
the national income by 3 per cent. a year, 
the LCC envisages no increase in its capital 
budget to match the booming economy and 
expanding national income. 

Doubts about the adequacy of the finance 
behind the plan become even greater when 
one notes that it is proposed to continue at 
£500,000 a year the allocation for buying 
out “non-conforming” industry. This is 
only enough to buy one moderate-sized 
factory a year, but one-third of the entire 
industry within the County is still on land 
zoned for other purposes. The LCC’s pro- 
posals for five additional areas of compre- 
hensive planning also bear the stamp of 
financial stringency, which must be attribu- 
ted. in substantial measure, to the difficulties 
experienced by local authorities in raising 
capital. Urban renewal cannot progress at a 
reasonable speed on this budget. 

The report leaves no doubt that the pro- 
posals of the 1951 Plan failed to halt con- 
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gestion at the centre. By January 31, 1956 
the Council had given planning consents for 
42 million sq. ft. of office accommodation, 
and of this 14,500,000 sq. ft. had actually 
been provided. The net increase of office 
workers to occupy offices in course of erec- 


tion in January 1956 would be about 
150.000 persons, or an increase of one-fifth 
over the then existing office population. In 
recent years the number of persons 
employed in central London has in fact 
increased by at least 15,000 a year. While 
there has been some decline in the rate at 
which new offices have been approved, the 
demand for them does not yet appear to be 
satisfied. Meanwhile the resident population 
at the centre has continued to decline. 

The LCC had already revised its plot ratios 
in 1957 in an attempt to halt the trend. by 
lowering the maximum plot ratio for offices 
in certain areas, but allowing an additional 
plot ratio for residential purposes or other 
purposes that would reduce congestion. It 
now proposes, as additional measures, 
further small reductions in plot ratios in 
parts of Finsbury, Shoreditch and the South 
Bank. In the West End, which is zoned as 
suitable for a number of uses including 
offices, the Council will in future have to 
be satisfied. in view of its policy to reduce 
congestion and restrict employment, that a 
proposed office development is appropriate 
to the zone. Certain small new office zones 
to serve local needs are also proposed in 
the perimeter of the LCC area. In Mayfair, 
where 42 per cent. of the floor space is now 
residential and 33 per cent. used for offices, 
it is proposed to grant temporary per- 
missions for office use of houses unsuitable 
for residential use until 1990, as this period 
will not be long enough to induce occu- 
pants to rebuild. By this means it is hoped 
to prevent any further increase in office 
space. 

The LCC’s proposals on housing, density 
and overspill underline the magnitude of 
the housing problem in London. In 1951 
overspill was estimated at 380,000 people, 
and the population of the County was ex- 
pected to fall to 3,150,000 by 1971. In fact 
by June, 1958, the population had already 
fallen to 3,213,000. Nevertheless the report 
estimates the overspill or net migration 
between 1956 and 1972 at no less than 


460,000 people. The main reason given for 
this increase is the increase in the number 
of separate households, caused by a rising 
birthrate and greater longevity. , 
In 1956 300,000 people, or nearly one-tenth 
of the county's population, had no home of

their own. The housing need was then 
126,000 additional dwellings to give every 
household a separate dwelling. The number 
of households is expected to increase by 
105,000 additional dwellings by 1972, so 
that the total number of dwellings required 
for housing needs is 231,000. In addition 
155,000 households will be displaced from 
redevelopment areas, and there will be a 
deficit of 10,500 houses on slum clearance. 
After allowing for overlapping the LCC 
estimates its requirements at 380,500 addi- 
tional dwellings by 1972, equal to more than 
one-third of the number of dwellings in the 
county in 1956. Public and private housing 
is expected to provide about 144,000 new 
dwellings; there remain 216,500 households 
to be accommodated outside the county. 
This figure depends, of course, on the 
densities adopted within the county. The 
report states that building since the war has 
shown that the densities approved in the 
Development Plan (zoned at 200, 136 and 
70 persons to the acre, with areas of 30 to 
50 in parts of Hampstead, Highgate, St. 
John’s Wood, Abbey Wood, Dulwich and 
Blackheath) were workable and produced 
satisfactory living conditions. The report 
proposes only minor alterations in these 
zones, but would allow areas of 170 per- 
sons per acre in Earl’s Court, Paddington, 
St. Marylebone and Elephant and Castle, 
and higher than zoned densities where com- 
prehensive development is to take place, or 
where the development of flats near local 
town centres would be socially valuable. A 
survey in 1956 showed that existing average 
density in the county was 85, 111 to the 
acre north of the river and 67 to the acre 
south of it, ranging from 315 in Holborn 
to 43 in Woolwich. This suggests that there 
is great scope for accommodating more 
people at higher densities in the large area 
south of the river, now zoned at 70, and 
in the areas zoned at 30 or 50, but the 
Planning Committee has clearly rejected 
this, and indeed states that eventually the 
county will be redeveloped entirely at the 
averages of the density zones. 

It is expected that 100,000 households will 
leave the county privately (presumably to 


speculatively built estates adjoining the 
green belt), that new towns will take 22,000 
households, out-county estates 7.000, town 
development 28,000, and the Council’s new 
town 9,000, a total of 66,0900, leaving 50,500 
households for which no solution is pro- 
posed. The estimated population is, how- 
ever, expected to fall to 2,900,000 by 1972, 
by the overspill of 460,009 people. 


The LCC’s own housing programme is 
estimated at 128,000 dwellings between 1956 
and 1972, and privately built houses at 
16,000, but 97,000 households will be dis- 
placed on redevelopment, so that the net 
gain is only 47,000 dwellings. 

The report proposes five new areas of com- 
prehensive development. These are Knights- 
bridge Green (a small area at the Knights- 
bridge road junction), North-West Stepney 
(an area of 95 acres, in which however it 
is not proposed to designate any land for 
acquisition under the Town and Country 
Planning Acts), West Bethnal Green (an 
area of about 150 acres, on which town 
planning expenditure is limited to £800,000 
spread over the 12 years 1960-72), Lambeth 
Walk (50 acres, no town planning expendi- 
ture) and Kensal New Town (55 acres, to be 
redeveloped at a cost of £6 million, of 
which £1 million would fall on the LCC). 
Redevelopment will continue in the existing 
eight areas of comprehensive development. 
These proposals are disappointing in three 
ways. The first is the meagre rate of ex- 
penditure proposed, which inevitably means 
that development must be slow. For example, 
the major industrial clearance in West Beth- 
nal Green (where the removal of industry 
is essential if tolerable conditions are to be 
created and essential open space provided) 
is deferred to the never-never land of “ after 
1972.” The second is that the weapon of 
comprehensive development is not being 
applied to the key central areas of London, 
where commercial development is taking 
place and major road works are proposed. 
The third is that the road proposals of the 
Nugent Committee, which were analysed in 
the Metropolis issue on October 1, are woe- 
fully inadequate even as first steps towards 
a planned solution of the traffic problem.

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Panorama ‘Not Guilty’ 


The Professional Purposes Committee of the 
ARCUK has discussed a letter from H. J. S. 
Houghton, a chartered architect, complaining 
about the handling of the RIBA Ideal Home 
competition in the BBC television pro- 
gramme “ Panorama.” 

Mr. Houghton complained that this was 
advertising by the architect interviewed, that 
the sale of the plans at 15 guineas, men- 
tioned in the programme, was _ blatant 
undercutting and touting, and that the 
names of architects, like those of doctors 
and solicitors, should not be mentioned on 
television or sound broadcasting. 

The Committee’s observations are as 
follows : 

“Only a few members of the Committee 
actually saw the television programme com- 
plained of, but from the information avail- 
able to them, it would seem that the archi- 
tect who appeared in it, did not advertise 
himself or any other individual architect; 
he did, however, commend, collectively, the 
winning designs of the competition. The 
architects concerned received no more, and 
perhaps less, publicity than the winner of 
any other architectural competition usually 
gets. 

“The Committee do not think there is any 
substance in the accusation of undercutting 
since the rewards and fees they received and 
will receive were determined by their pro- 
fessional body, all of whose members had 
equa! opportunity to compete fairly for 
them. 

“The Committee would remind the Council 
that they have previously decided, after 
consultation with the constituent bodies, 
that there was no objection to radio or 
television broadcasts on architectural sub- 
jects generally or on an architect’s own 
work, provided that the programme was 
unsolicited, and that the architect concerned 
took care not to offer his services, avoided 
self-advertisement and had regard to his 
responsibility to the profession.”

On the right is illustrated a scheme for 
Henley-on-Thames. On a beautifully land- 
scaped 6-7 acre site, with a hillside position 
overlooking town and valley and only a 
quarter of a mile from the market place, it 
is being designed as a town estate at a density 
equivalent to the centre of Henley, and is 
essentially an extension of the town and not 
a suburb.

The architect is Tom Hancock, and the 
scheme is sponsored by Townmaker Ltd., a 
new company established by John Morton 
and Tom Lupton, the makers of LM furni- 
lure. The proposal is now before the planning 
authorities and, bearing in mind the effect of 
the new Maidenhead/Slough by-pass, and 
the desperate need to stop urban sprawl, it is 
to be hoped that Oxfordshire and Henley 
will make full use of their opportunity. 
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mittee have recommended the Council to 
authorise the Registrar to insert an 
advertisement in local newspapers, similar to 
that issued when an unregistered person is 
advertising in the same papers under the 
style “ architectural consultant ” or “ archi- 
tectural designer,” whenever an unregistered 
person is practising in the vicinity under 
such a title, irrespective of whether he adver- 
tises or not. 


THE RING ROAD 


Birmingham Reacts 


The article in the ARCHITECTS’ JOURNAL by 
Leslie B. Ginsberg, head of the Birmingham 
School of Planning, on Birmingham’s inner 
ring road, provoked a sharp controversy in 
the local press. Alderman F. L. Price, chair- 
man of the Town Planning Sub-Committee 
has said that the article was “a thinly dis- 
guised claim for more power for architects 
in the management of local government 
affairs.” It seemed, he said, that Mr. Gins- 
berg wanted the architectural profession to 
become the arbiters of public taste in almost 
all matters. 

Councillor D. S. Thomas, chairman of the 
Public Works Committee, said that the 
Corporation had at best avoided the mis- 
take of “failing to achieve anything at all 
through trying to plan paradise on a piece 
of blank paper. 

“ The charge that Birmingham applied for 
powers to acquire only some 80 or so acres 
is obviously based on the tenet that they 
should have purchased much more. How 
much? Should they, for example, have 
bought up the whole of the city centre: in 
which case. could they have justified the 
astronomical figures which would have been 
involved and to what purpose? Presumably, 
so that fine architecture could be produced 
everywhere. And this poses the secondary 
question—whose fine architecture and would 
this have robbed people like Mr. Ginsberg 
of the delight of personal criticism. 

“The fact is that the planning of the city 
centre, and, indeed, of the whole of the 
city, was considered in great detail and was 
completely co-ordinated. It was not based 
upon the single conception of architecture, 
but upon much more fundamental and 
important ones of sociology and the climate 
of democratic opinion, and these are much 
more important than any of the related 
factors of art and science and geography, 
or of the sectional interests of those whose 
experience has not yet encompassed the 
whole. 

“Mr. Ginsberg’s remark that there is no 
single department charged with town plan- 
ning in its full sense is wrong. The Public 
Works Committee in charge of 
planning, and has the approval of every 
aspect of it. Within my period as chairman 
of the Town Planning Sub-committee I was 
extremely anxious and concerned about 
some of the freaks of modern architecture 
which had to be given a certain licence. 
However, I was also encouraged by some of 
the modern architecture which had a most 
imaginative approach to commercial re- 
development in the city centre.”

From Snap-On Color Systems to Piped Mustc 


For kitchen sinks (now mostly porcelain 
enamelled cast iron and vast) hot and cold 
taps are things of the past and have been 
replaced by a one-hand “joy-stick” con- 
trol. Move the lever left or right for the 
required water temperature and forward or 
back to regulate the supply. Most sinks in 
addition have a retractable spray for 
rinsing. Stainless steel sinks are no longer 
in fashion, their superior resilience being no 
longer an advantage now that dishes are 
washed in dish-washers. Since so many 
American children have, in recent years, 
whilst playing around old junk yards, 
managed to lock themselves inside dis- 
carded refrigerators, these appliances now 
invariably have doors closed by magnetic 
catches, opened either by conventional pull 
handles or foot-operated pedals. The use of 
this, the magnetic catch, is now being 
extended to most kitchen unit cupboard 
doors, at least six firms marketing a very 
wide range of such fittings, which together 
with refrigerators, deep-freezers, cookers, 
dish and clothes washers and dryers, and 
most other appliances, are square sided and 
of standard height in order to build in con- 
tinuous ranges without gaps or _inter- 
ruptions. The interiors and front panels of 
these fittings now come in a variety of 
“decorator” colours, which can readily be 
“un-snapped ” should the housewife tire of 
their colour and wish to replace it by the 
new season’s fashionable shade. She can do 
this by buying a new set which can be 
quickly snapped into position. 

Cookers, either gas or electric, have burners 
with up to six degrees of heat, set by small 
push buttons (gone are the clumsy, noisy 
rotary switches). The burners, too, are auto- 
matic, lowering themselves when the tem- 
perature of the liquid above reaches a pre- 
set level and so avoiding boiling-over and 
burnt saucepans. The burners are also 
instantly removable for cleaning, with 
(oddly enough) disposable aluminium spill 
trays under. 

For those with limited kitchen space there 
is a whole range of combination units, one, 
for instance, only 48 in. wide, 274 in. deep 
and 38 in. high, including a sink, four 
burners, hot plate, oven, griller, 6 cu. ft. 
refrigerator, frozen food locker and storage 
space. 

Bathrooms, as would be expected, are well 
catered for. In addition to an impressive 
range of baths, basins, and w.c.’s, and stan- 
dard “kits” of wall and floor tilings, there 
are flush lighting fittings which also extract 
steam or, alternatively, supply fresh warmed 
air by means of a heating element and fan. 
Bathroom scales can be had to hinge back 


into the wall tiling, there are flushing 
cisterns only 4 in. thick to fit between the 
studs of a 4-in. timber partition, flushes 
described as “whispering” put out by a 
firm who describe the w.c. seats they manu- 
facture by the slogan “the best seat in the 
house,” one-finger push button temperature 
and flow controls for wash-basins, a w.c.- 
side “relaxation” unit which faces a 
common problem squarely by providing, 
flush with the wall, not only a toilet-roll 
holder, cigarette box, ash-tray and lighter, 
but also racks for magazines and news- 
papers. There are wall cabinets with used 
razor blade slots which empty into the 
cavity of the partition, and towel rails which 
telescope like car radio aerials. In order to 
avoid inconvenient trap stoppages there is 
available a grinder, electrically operated and 
warranted to work indefinitely without 
servicing, which has the added advantage 
of permitting the use of a 2-in. waste in 
place of the usual 4-in. pipe. 

Fascinated by this variety of imaginative 
ingenuity our correspondent turned his 
attention to investigating what novelties are 
available in the general way to the architect 
and builder. Lock sets, invariably “ knobs,” 
require only the drilling of two holes in the 
door, one in the edge and one in the face, 
and there are door closers which fit into the 
2 in. thickness of the door. For those who 
wish to add a last-minute stove there are 
packaged chimneys, comprising flue, roof 
flashing, imitation brickwork stack and cap- 
ping, requiring only the cutting of a hole 
through the ceiling and roof for complete 
installation. Other progressive ideas include 
fibreglass rainwater gutters with integral 
underslate flashing (no brackets or painting 
required), lay window sash bars which can 
be snapped out for easy glass cleaning, and 
bituminous felt shingles with a two-tone 
thatch finish. 


Not exactly building fixtures, but novel 
enough to be included here, are the dim- 
ming switches which lower the room light- 
ing to any desired intensity, a piped music 
system (mains) supplying a 24-hour musical 
background to every room in the house, and 
for the nervous (or under-insured) a fire 
alarm system which will tell the house- 
holder the exact room where the conflagra- 
tion is raging without the necessity of 
leaving his bed. 


Further assets to a “ better” way of living 
are the home soda fountains, which are 
equipped to dispense any or all of the 
varieties “available at regular drug store 
counters,” and home snack bars, for that 
quick snack without recourse to the kitchen.

From the industry this week Brian 
Grant describes a way of fixing 
insulation board, a range of extract 
ventilators, floor warming cables, 
adjustable bookshelving, a wall- 
paper protector, glazed partition- 
ing, fireproof acoustics, stainless 
steel tiling and a guaranteed roofing. 


Fixing insulation board 

Bowaters have just evolved a new method 
of fixing 4-in. insulation board which they 
claim is nearly 50 per cent cheaper than 
comparable methods and needs no drilling 
of components, or the use of nuts and 
bolts, as all components engage firmly with 
hand pressure only. The system, which is 
known as BTS, and which is patented, 
makes use of a suspension grid of extruded 
aluminium tees and interlocking cross tees. 
the boards resting on the broad lower

flanges of the tees and being held by spring 
Steei clips at 12-in. centres. The main 
tees are joined by a sleeve which envelopes 
their top flanges, and angle sections are 
used for trimming the boards at walls and 
Openings. The boards can be fixed parallel 
to the roof slope, either above or below the 
rafters, or horizontally to form a suspended 
ceiling. (Bowaters Sales Co. Ltd., Building 
Boards Division, Bowater House, Knights- 
bridge, London, S.W.1.) 


Extract ventilators 

A completely new series of Mechavent 
extractor fans for flat or pitched roofs was 
announced last month by Greenwood’s and 
Airvac. Eight different sizes have been 
standardized and three fan speeds are avail- 
able for each size, outputs varying from 
300 cu. ft./min. with 34 watts to nearly 
20,000 with 1,550 watts. Motor reversing 
switches are available if the extracts may 
have to be used as inlets, though power 
consumption and output are then reduced 
by about 25 per cent. Buxton flame-proof 
and acid fume-proof motors can also be 
fitted if required. Installation is compara- 
tively simple, as the fan and motor are 
mounted on a diaphragm plate which is 
fitted independently of the extractor head 
and stack, and- overall height has been 
kept low so that the units do not mar the 
roof line. If, when ventilation is not needed, 
internal heat losses must be kept to a 
minimum, easily removable automatic 
shutters can be fitted inside the ventilator 
head, though these reduce the output to a 
certain extent. Since the air extracted by 
powered fans need replacement it is worth 
remembering that the makers also produce 
louvred inlet grilles and other necessary 
equipment. (Greenwood’s and_ Airvac 
Ventilating Co. Ltd., Beacon House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2.) 


Cables for floor warming 

Calidec Ltd. already produce floor warm- 
ing cables with loadings of 1 kw. and 1.7 
kw. and have now produced an _ inter- 
mediate 1.35 kw. size. It is 570 ft. long and 
sells at £6 5s. Od. with 12-ft. connecting 
tails, which are a convenient length for 
normal connections to control thermostats 
and other distribution gear. The manufac- 
turers believe that this new size will reduce 
the number of different heating cables 
needed to provide the required loadings. in 
domestic and other work involving compara- 
tively small areas. (Calidec Ltd., Station 
Road, Dorridge, Warwickshire.) 


Bookshelves 

Spur adjustable shelving was described in 
these notes some years ago and seems to 
have proved quite popular with architects 
and shopfitters. A recent installation by 
Conran Furniture for Penguin Books is 
illustrated on the right. Both the posts and 
shelves are in African walnut with white 
cellulosed brackets and timber backing.

Protecting wallpaper 

Marospar Papercoat is a transparent colour- 
less liquid with a matt finish which is 
applied to wallpaper by brush or spray. 
It seals the surface against oil and grease, 
which can be removed with a rag moistened 
in white spirit, while ordinary soapy water, 
but no strong detergents, should be used 
for water soluble stains. With flock or strong 
coloured papers, there may be some change

in colour and the makers recommend that 
a small test piece should be used. Covering 
capacity is about 1,000 sq. ft. to the gallon 
and it is also possible to use Papercoat on 
photographs, maps or posters, so that it 
should be of considerable use in schools or 
on exhibition stands.

Glazed partitioning 

Handy Angle, makers of slotted angle, have 
recently introduced’ a new plastic glazing 
strip for use when making low-cost parti- 


tions. The strip is 14 in. wide and is held 
by the domed head bolts normally used for 
fixing the angle. The heads of the bolts are 
concealed in the strip, which has wings each 
side to hold the glass in a split tubular 
insert. It will be realized that any reason- 
ably thin panelling material can be used 
instead of glass and the whole assembly 
can easily be dismantled without damage. 
Price is 37s. 6d. for 30 ft. of strip and the 
necessary 60 ft. of split insert: fixing bolts 
should be spaced at about 12-in. centres.

Acoustics and fire protection 

It is now possible to obtain an acoustic 
ceiling which will provide a fire break 
sufficient to meet the most stringent re- 
quirements and yet combine high acoustic 
efficiency with decorative qualities. A recent 
test made by the Fire Research Station at 
Boreham Wood in accordance with BS.476, 


gave a ceiling of Armstrong Travertone 
acoustic tiles suspended with the firm’s 
“top hat” system below steel beams, a 


fire rating of over two hours. Travertone 
is a fissured mineral wool, j-in. acoustic 
tile available in two sizes, 12 in. by 12 in. 
and 12 in. by 24 in. and with two edge 
treatments, square and bevelled. The top 
hat and other suspension systems have been 
specially developed to provide a fast and 
simpler method of erection. (Armstrong 
Cork Company Ltd., Acoustics Dept.

Stainless steel tiling 

Staybrite stainless steel wall tiles with a 
very pleasant semi-matt finish are now be- 
ing marketed by London Metal Warehouses. 
They are made in standard sizes of 4 in. 
by 4 in., 4 in. by 2 in., 2 in. by 2 in. and 
4 in. by 4 in. The price of the largest is 15s. 
a dozen and the smallest 5s., so that it is 
more economical to use the largest possible 
size. These tiles would obviously look very 
well behind a stainless sink and would make 
a nice change from the now almost inevi-

HOSPITAL PHARMACY 
DEPARTMENTS 


Hospital Pharmacy Planning. Published by 
the Guild of Public Pharmacists. Obtain- 
able from the Guild at 18, Sheepcote Road. 
Harrow. 3s. 6d. 

This booklet is a reprint of five articles 
originally published in The Public Pharma- 
cist and contains some authoritative infor- 
mation that would be of use to any architect 
engaged in the design of a 
pharmacy. 

The first section deals with floor space 
requirements and sets out clearly what is 
wanted in the way of accommodation for 
hospitals of different sizes. The text is illus- 
trated by graphs and tables which give the 
area of floor space required for the various 
sections related to the size of the pharmacy 
as a whole. The requirements vary in rela- 
tion to the number of beds in the hospital. 
The second chapter goes on to discuss the 
relative merits of different surface finishings. 
For the dispensary section it appears that 
traditional finishings have not been improved 
upon. Lino floors, painted plaster walls and 
teak bench tops are found to be more 
suitable than plastic tiles, terrazzo and 
laminated plastic. In reaching these conclu- 
sions the qualities of the various materials 
were tested under the following headings : 
(1) cleanliness, (2) comfort, (3) resistance to 
attack by chemicals, (4) durability and (5) 
maintenance. Terrazzo, tiles and laminated 
plastics, however, are found to be the 
most suitable materials in the aseptic section.

This second article goes on to make sugges- 
tions for the installation of mains services. 
It recommends that all services with the 
exception of electricity should come from 
the floor up to avoid trouble with water, 
etc., on broken cables. All pipe lines should 
be enclosed. The services required in a 
pharmacy, apart from the two already men- 
tioned, include heating, gas, steam, vacuum, 
compressed air and waste disposal. 
Furniture and Fittings are the subject of 
another article and here the problem is the 
storaze of a vast diversity of tablets and 
powders in a vast diversity of packages and 
containers. The solutions put forward are 
open to criticism on the ground that they 
appear somewhat old-fashioned and clumsy. 
There is obviously scope for ingenuity in 
this field. The problem is made complex by 
the need for ready accessibility, clear label- 
ling and economy of space in storage of 
dozens of pills, liquids and ointments. 

The last article in the booklet is devoted to 
service points. These are the points where 
patients and hospital staff can receive 
medicines or discuss problems. The two 
should be kept separate. As the pamphlet 
points out, the days are gone when the 
majority of out-patients are of the not-too- 
clean poorer class which led to the adoption 
of the hole-in-the-wall hatch resembling a 
railway ticket office. On the other hand, the 
direct opposite to this, the popular chemist 
shop counter type, may well prove a little 
too public when a patient wishes to discuss 
the use of a medicine or an appliance. This 
is a useful booklet as a basis for discussion.

STEELWORK DESIGN 

Plastic Design of Steel Frames. L. S. Beedle. 
John Wiley & Sons. New York. 1959. 
£5 4s. Od. 

A considerable number of steel structures 
have now been constructed both in this 
country and America based on the plastic 
method of design. Several text books have 
been issued here written by the members of 
the Cambridge team. This new book by 
Lynn S. Beedle is the first American con- 
tribution. Mr. Beedle is a research professor 
at Lehigh University, USA. 

There is an introductory chapter which deals 
with the concept of plastic behaviour and 
the properties of mild steel and examines 
the case for plastic design. Chapter 2 intro- 
duces the behaviour of beams in bending, 
the plastic hinge formation, redistribution of 
moments, supported by reports of experi- 
ments. This is followed in Chapter 3 by 
the theory of plastic analysis of the load 
carrying capacity of structures. Chapter 4 
considers the secondary effects such as the 
influence of axial load on the plastic 
moment, shear force, buckling both local 
and lateral, column stability, brittle fracture 
and fatigue effects. Chapter 5 deals with 
the requirements for connections between 
members and the various types of connec- 
tions which are made in practice. In Chap- 
ter 6 deflections are considered. As the 











working load of a structure designed by 
the plastic method will still be in the 
elastic range and if a precise value of 
defiection is needed, a conventional deflect- 
tion analysis will be required. However, 
for the type of frames considered deflection 
is not of the prime importance and several 
procedures are presented which circumvent 
the elastic frame analysis. The last three 
chapters give guides to design both for 
continuous beams and frames with a num- 
ber of worked examples. References are 
given together under chapter headings rather 
than at the end of each chapter. There are 
two appendices, one dealing with lateral 
bracing and the other giving plastic modulus 
values of standard American broad flange 
beams. The symbols used are collected in- 
to four pages and there is a subject as well 
as a chapter index. 

The book should appeal to both students 
and practising engineers, it has a practical 
attitude and is well illustrated and easy to 
read.

22.95 sound insulation and acoustics 
SUSPENDED CEILINGS 


Sound Transmission Through Suspended 
Ceilings Over Partitions. By Richard N. 
Hamme. Noise Control. Vol. 5. No. 1. 
January, 1959. 

The danger of loss of sound insulation by 
sound passing up through an overall sus- 
pended ceiling over the top of a partition 
and down through the ceiling on the other 
side should be well known to architects. 
This article describes some work which has 
been done by the American Acoustical 
Materials Association in an attempt to 
evaluate this effect. Tests were made with 
two typical proprietary sound absorbent tile 
ceilings and normal }-in. plaster board, all 
erected by a dry construction method in 
light weight metal suspension. Results 
showed that the overall insulation between 
the two rooms fell to an average value of 
only 15 dB with one of the ceilings but was 
over 25 dB for the other. A further in- 
crease in insulation was obtained when the 
plaster board ceiling panels were properly 
sealed and caulked into the metal sup- 
port members instead of merely resting 
on the tee flanges, although this increase 
resulting from sealing porous absorbent tiles 
might not be so large. It was also shown 
that the depth of the cavity above the ceil- 
ing (“ plenum”) affected the overall insula- 
tion, causing greater loss when it is deep 
(30 in. for example) than when it is shal- 
low. 

Attempts to improve the insulation by using 
strips of plaster board ceiling along both 
sides of the partition and leaving the re- 
mainder in absorbent material ‘were largely 
ineffectual. The conclusions to be drawn 
from the article are that where through- 
perforated or very light weight sound ab- 
sorbent or light-diffusing ceilings are to be 
used, then partitions must either be carried 
right up to the underside of the structural! 
floor or be provided with sound stops in 
the ceiling cavity on the partition lines.

check list for working drawings

As a profession, architects do not have an enviable reputation for efficiency. This is not helped 
by the fact that in normal circumstances an architect’s duties are diverse, ranging as widely 
as designing on the one hand to checking final accounts on the other, or from preparing 


working drawings to reporting on suitable building sites. 


The Editors think that much 


inefficiency stems from an almost obstinate refusal to take advantage of one or two simple 
principles in conducting a practice. One such principle is the use of check lists particularly 
for preparing working drawings. They have drawn up a sample list, called a “ Basic 
Check List for Working Drawings,” which is intended to include all items that should be 
shown on working drawings for any type of building. It does not include items peculiar to 
individual building types (for example “ fume cupboards ” for Universities, Technical 
Colleges, Schools) which would appear on a supplementary list for the ,building type 
concerned. The Editors will pay £5 5s. od. for each item submitted by a reader which, in 
their opinion, represents a useful addition to the Basic List. 


The purpose of a check list for working drawings 1s: 
1. To guide the draughtsman during the preparation 
of drawings in what information should be shown on 
each drawing. 

2. To check drawings after they have been completed 
but before they are sent out of the office to ensure 
that all relevant information has been included. 


The guide 
Offices vary enormously in the amount and type of 
information which they show on working drawings 
and there is a good case, for standardizing not only 
such things as drawing sheet sizes and the method 
of representing material (BS 1192: 1953), but also the 
actual content of a particular drawing. If working 
drawings were required to include specific information 
in accordance with a British Standard then a good 
deal of trouble arising out of omissions to or mis- 
interpretations of drawings would be eliminated and, 
quite possibly, the architect would be confronted with 
fewer extras and variations. 

Some architects have attempted the problem of 
standardizing the content of a drawing by rationalizing 
the precise purpose which each drawing is intended to 
serve. This is usually done by cataloguing site opera- 
tions, for example, so that separate drawings are pre- 
pared for separate operations rather than putting 
everything on one drawing. Thus one drawing would 
contain information peculiar to site preparation and 
drainage, another to structural work, yet another to 
finishes. 

In preparing the basic list, however, the Editors have 
chosen to adhere to the more or less traditional form 
of drawing, primarily because it is believed that until 
such time as traditional practice is revised the list will 
have its widest application in this form. It may be 
that improvements to the basic list from time to time 
will actually play a part in a campaign to reform 
the present system of working drawings. Apart from 





its purpose as a guide in terms of standards the check 
list will help overcome the old-fashiongd habit of 
forgetfulness as well as helping the less experienced 
architect or the man breaking new ground. 

The check 

Most architects will agree that every drawing should 
be checked before leaving the office. Few can honestly 
assert that in their offices this is consistently and 
conscientiously done. Lack of time is the usual ex- 
cuse, but though, in many instances, this is justified, 
the real reason is often the feeling that checking draw- 
ings is a tedious job. And tedious it can be, if there is 
no method applied to the checking. Memory is not a 
reliable basis for checking. Armed with a comprehen- 
sive check list, however, it should be possible to check 
drawings fairly easily, quickly and with a minimum 
of tedium. The need to check a draWing does not imply 
incompetence on the part of the draughtsman, but a 
recognition that the preparation of drawings is not a 
mechanical process and the best of us forget from 
time to time. 


The basic list 

Clearly it would be impractical to produce a list from 
which the working drawing for any type of building 
could be prepared. Such a list would be far too long. 
The working drawing for a hospital, for example, 
would contain information which would never appear 
on that for a house. It is proposed, therefore, to 
develop a system of check lists for each building type, 
starting with the basic list which gives information 
which should go on every working drawing. The 
building types lists—domestic, schools, hospitals, 
factories and so on—will supplement this list. These 
will be published from time to time and readers are 
asked to send in material which they feel should be 
added to these lists and also to comment and criticize. 
It is hoped that architects will be able to collect 
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the AJ check lists and use them in their own offices. 

The Editors are indebted to a number of readers who 
were good enough to respond to ASTRAGAL’s appeal* 
and send in check lists which have been most help- 
ful in the preparation of this AJ basic list.

self build at the Birmingham School 


Though many schools of architecture are 
reported to have teaching experiments under 
(Principal: A.

mingham’s success in grasping the oldest, 


most troublesome educational nettle: 


namely, how to give students a real insight 
into building technique. 


Third-year students at the Birmingham School of 
Architecture have built—with their own hands—a row 
of two-storey terrace houses. They began on May 11 
of this year and completed on July 3. Their only pre- 
vious experience was in craft exercises taken at 
Brooklyn Technical College in years 1 and 2. This is 
the latest venture by what seems to be the only school 
in the country determined and resourceful enough to 
explore new teaching methods. Nor is this the only 
venture, for at the same time a practical building 
exercise called a “ conglomerate ” has been fitted into 
the second year course. Designed to bring in a fair 
array of craft techniques it is reminiscent of attempts 
to do this kind of thing at the AA shortly after the 
war. 

If these experiments become a regular part of the cur- 
riculum—and it is intended that they should—students 
will make working contact with “reality” at three 
points in their careers—second year “ conglomerate ”; 
third year—erection of a building; fourth year—live 
project for a real client (the live project this year is a 
village hall). And there are plans for a fourth year 
conglomerate. 


‘ 


“ Conglomerate ” 

First a design competition is held in the second year 
for an abstract structure from which three winners are 
chosen. The year is then split into three groups of 
12 students each of which under the architect /foreman 
leadership of the winning student, builds the design in 
a basement of the Brooklyn Technical College in 
Birmingham. The three are built and demolished in 
succession. The College provides the services of craft 
instructors—who have given their time generously— 
and they even gave £30 worth of tools. A member of 
the school staff spends his full time supervising the 
students. 

Materials are “begged” from local manufacturers 
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and merchants—bricks, timber, woodwool slabs, tiles, 
felt, sanitary fittings, boiler and piping. These firms 
have proved to be very generous—giving some £400 
worth of materials, most of which are re-used. 
Concrete is made very weak so that it can be broken 
up; the mortar is made from loamy sand with a very 
little lime. Students have use of the woodworking 
machinery to make doors, a portion of a staircase 
and other joinery. 

Students work every day for four days a week, the 
fifth day is the “ technical lectures day ” in the school 
and they take 12 days to build each conglomerate. The 
main value of the exercise has proved to be that of

of loamy sand with a very little lime. 


bringing home to students the difference between two- 
and three-dimensional thinking—how members join 
up and relate to each other. They also learn that trade 
operations have to be related to each other in the 
sequence of tackling the work. For example, the setting 
out of joinery items must be a first job if these are to 
be ready when they are needed. Enthusiasm has run 
high—and in curious directions, for one student group 
decided on their own to make a segmental brick arch 
which was not in the original design! 

Twelve days is short enough for boredom not to set in 
and introduce students to craft 
technique, but not, of course, to solve them. Standards 
of workmanship are haphazard, but surprising. Joinery 
is exceptionally good and so is ridge tile finishing. 
Glazing wall tiling behind the sink and compression 
joint plumbing are all very neat. Brickwork is uneven, 
but it is the work of many hands. 

This year, conglomerate and self-build schemes are 
both operating for the first time but in future 
years, work on the conglomerate will serve as a chris- 
tening for the self-build exercise in the third year.

Terrace houses 

The third-year terrace houses form an exceedingly 
ambitious but triumphantly successful project, made 
possible by the help of an unusual Birmingham 
builder, V. H. Johnson. He was trained as an architect 
and now builds his own designs of flats and houses on 
a speculative basis. He lectures informally at the 
school and offered to take the risk of treating the 
24 third-year students as labour-only sub-contractors 
on a six-house terrace at Water Orton about 10 miles 
outside the city. They have done all the work, except 
those trades normally sub-contracted, drains, ground 
slab, roof tiling and tile hanging, plumbing, plastering, 
and electrical installation. They work a 40-hour week 
with some voluntary overtime on Saturdays; the fore- 
man is Michael May, students’ club president, and 
Anthony Sealey, a member of the school staff, acts as 
resident architect. The builder’s foreman visits the site 
fairly frequently to advise, instruct, check and see 
what materials will be needed. Every Tuesday the 
work is measured and payment made accordingly into 
the school funds. 

One’s first thought on looking round the job (apart 
from surprise at the appearance, speech and youthful- 
ness of the “ workmen ’’) is—‘ why need it take so 
long to train building tradesmen?”—for the quality of 
work is good. And so is the speed of erection—six 
houses in seven weeks four days, which makes an 
average of 1,300 to 1,400 man-hours per house by the 
students. Several factors have contributed to this—not 
least the simplicity of constructional design. Cross- 
walls; ground slab finished with power float (no 
screed); timber window/apron external wall units; 
9-in. joists spanning between party walls; plaster- 
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walls are mostly full height frames finished externally with 
tile hanging or rendering on expanded metal. Roof purlins 
span from party wall to party wall and are strutted at 
each end. Note the small ceiling cove—a consequence of 
economy in overall height. 


board partition units and purlins spanning between 
party walls with end struts. The design, paradoxically, 
is by the builder, V. H. Johnson, and embodies his 
experience of much low labour content building. 

A second factor has been the unbroken good weather: 
a third, experience of craft exercises in the students’ 
previous year (a forerunner of the conglomerate) a 
fourth, the consciousness, no doubt, that they are the 
pioneers in the venture. 

One unexpected feature is that there is only one draw- 
ing—a conventional {-in. scale plan, section and 
elevation. 

At first the students wanted to have a drawing board 
on the site—to work out the details. But much of this 
was unnecessary, for components like windows, door 
frames and staircases are delivered ready made and 
their positions are dimensioned on the plan. Also, they 
soon found that it was much easier and more direct to 
work out junctions and positions in situ. The difference 
between drawings and reality became even more clear 
when the students discovered, for example, that rafters 
are not always straight, that the ground slabs are 
rarely exactly level and so first floor and ceiling joists 
have to be set out parallel to each other and not truly 
level if windows are to fit without “ bodging.” 

There was little formal programming of the work. The 
student foreman gives “ orders for the day ” to groups 
of students to tackle various tasks. There is consider- 
able moving around so that everyone gets experience 
of most of the jobs. If a student is bored with what he 
is doing, he can change round and do something else. 
The best liked jobs are those which involve some skill, 
have a degree of repetition and show a visible result 
—for example, bricklaying, which consequently is un-

commonly well done. It follows from this that excava- 
tion (for foundations and slab of the second block of 
houses) is not very productively carried out and re- 
quires special direction from those in charge. Roof 
carpentry was an interesting job that brought out the 
students’ ingenuity, but staircase fixing was tedious and 
difficult, taking more time than it should have done. 
This is partly due to the design which has a wall 
string, winders at the top and an outer cut string for 
the bottom thrce treads. Students doing this kind of 
work tended to go off and do something else. But of 
the general enthusiasm and sense of responsibility on 
the site, there can be no doubt. The students are to 
finish up to the stages of painting, paths and fences on 
three of the houses—the rest will be completed by the 
builders and then the row will be let, not sold. 

These experiments have been so successful that Bir- 
mingham is talking about a fourth year conglomerate. 
The idea discussed so far is to get some co-operative 
specialist contractors to erect, in the grounds of the 


Technical College, three framed “ structures ” of steel, 


reinforced concrete and timber. Students might then 
use these to fix wall claddings, partition units and so 
forth. 
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School programme 

How do these ventures fit into the normal school 
curriculum? They interfere surprisingly little. The con- 
glomerate takes only 12 days and the “lecture day ” 
in the week is retained. The eight weeks on the terrace 
houses is made available by condensing the academic 
work—lectures on building construction, building 
science, and structures, into a shorter period, to finish 
by Easter and omitting one major design programme. 
When the “ builders” come back from the summer 
vacation they go into the fourth year for half of the 
year. For the remainder of the year they go into offices. 


Conclusions 

It is commonly agreed that architectural students 
should make better contact with “reality” than they 
did in the past, but “reality” is more often taken to 
mean office experience and the learning of manage- 
ment techniques. It is strange that, although the Bau- 
haus idea still commands esteem, no one seems to have 
attempted to re-create it in practical form. Of course, 
at the Bauhaus, students worked within co-operating 
industries and the curriculum was not specific to archi- 
tecture. And the aim—to repair a breach of communi- 
cation and to solve functional-zestheti¢ problems in 
terms of industrial techniques—is a far more elaborate 
concept than one hears at Birmingham. England is not 
the place, nor this the time for intellectual systematiza- 
tion. Nevertheless, Birmingham has set off on a path 
that could lead to something like a Bauhaus and set 
off in a practical pragmatic mood that promises well 
for the future. There are no high and precarious expec- 
tations to come toppling down. 

There is no intention that students shall master the 
craft techniques, only that they will learn some of the 
problems. The real lesson for students is that building 
is a complex of interlocking operations which are, in 
principle, determined on the drawing board. The Bir- 
mingham trained architect will, in future, at least ask 
himself at each stage of a design—“ how is this to be 
constructed?” In the learning of this lesson the actual 
materials used are probably of less importance than 
the handling of them, or the opportunity for seeing 
what it feels like to be one of an erection gang. It is 
a great pity that the Oxford Education Conference 
gave so much attention to questions of status and 
prestige and so little to questions like these. 

Could other schools of architecture follow Birming- 
ham’s lead? On the face of it there is nothing “in the 
rules” to stop them, manufacturers and merchants 
would probably co-operate with a little persuasion and 
school curricula can be adjusted to provide the time 
and labour. The real problems are to find financial 
backing and co-operative sub-contractors for specialist 
work. Local authorities might be persuaded to provide 
the site and there are surely friendly and enlightened 
builders in most areas willing to give technical guid- 
ance. Birmingham was able to embark on an excep- 
tionally ambitious project through the help of an 
unusual builder, but there appear to be no insuperable 
obstacles to smaller projects by other schools.

that strike the visitor to this church: the 
first, a surprising impression of space 
considering that it is only about 25 ft. 
square. This has been achieved partly 
by the uninterrupted face of the plain 
brick wall being carried up to the 
sloping roof—which itself helps the 
impression—and the small scale of the 
very simple altar piece and other 
furnishings. The second impression is 
of the structural honesty of the whole 
place, particularly noticeable in the 
roof and gallery. 

For a building which depends so much 
on good brickwork, it is a pity that 
this was not sufficiently protected from 
the ravages of winter during its con- 
struction, but probably the badly 
marked walls will improve in time. 
The design of the scheme as a whole 
posed two initial planning problems. 
First, the depressing nature of the 
surroundings (Commercial Road is not 
an ideal view to look on), and second, 
the small and awkward shape of the 
site. This latter was not simplified by 
the fact that the building had to be set 
back some 36 ft. from the road to 
allow for future widening. 

The first problem has been solved by, 
so to speak, turning the building outside 
in, so that the main windows open on 
an internal, paved and grassed court- 
yard, which might at first appear a 
waste of a precious 190 sq. ft. but has 
provided the compensating benefits of 
a pleasant view and of serving to divorce 
the strictly ecclesiastical section of the 
building from the games room and 
lounge, and the latter from the cloak- 
room and lavatories. It is in the layout 
of these, and the pastor’s room and 
telephone box that can be seen the 
main solution to the problem set by 
the raking boundary line of the site 
formed by Yorkshire Road. The arrange- 
ment of the garage and rear entrance 
completes the solution. 

Throughout the building the use of 
plain brick surfaces, bare timber and 
distempered plastered walls, together 
with brass fittings and Danish furniture 
lend an air of pleasing}freshness. The 
effect is enhanced by contrast with the 
somewhat decaying district round about. 
There are one or two anomalies in the 
furnishing, for instance, the piano and 
television set, a result of non-profes- 
sional furnishers coming in after the 
architect had finished his job, a pity

The site is open and extensive and adjoins the existing St. 
John’s Hospital. As the patients using it are voluntary, no 
attempt has been made to integrate it with the existing hospital 
and it has a separate entrance from the main road. The build- 
ing sits comfortably on a southern slope with wide views to 
the Chiltern Hills. The approach to the hospital is from the 
top of the slope, giving an almost aerial view, probably most 
unkind from the architect’s point of view. This approach, 
coupled with the transparency of the link between the wards 
and the service zone, makes the plan of the hospital as a whole 
immediately apparent, an advantage from the point of view 
of a disturbed patient. 

It is unfortunate that the very heavy black concrete boiler 
house chimney has had to be placed so much in view of 
the entrance, although it is intended that it will be removed 
in a few years’ time, when a new central boiler plant comes 
into operation. But the entrance was wanted at the junction 
of the wings, which was also the logical place to put the 
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boiler house. Whether the chimney would have been better 
painted a light colour is a matter of opinion. 

The window treatment is on a 3-ft. 4-in. grid, which has 
produced a somewhat repetitive effect, especially in con- 


junction with the horizontal divisions caused by limitations 
on window pane sizes imposed by the hospital authorities. 
Cost considerations precluded any window of a size requiring 
plate glass. 

Once inside the building the lack of mystery is emphasized, 
for from the entrance (Plan key: 16) one can see practically 
the whole of the corridors. This has distinct advantages from 
the point of view of supervision, but it is questionable whether 
it succeeds in giving a less institutional feeling, despite the 
highly competent handling of the various spaces and the 
small scale of the building (ceiling heights are 7 ft. 9 in.). 
The interior for the most part is well controlled and con- 
sistent, though somewhat lacking in variety. For example, 
all the four day rooms (28) have identical plans and identical 
fireplaces, at the client’s request. 

Whether the day-room fireplaces will ever be used is con- 
sidered doubtful by the staff, as the heating system should 
be adequate, but these were regarded as contributing to the 
domestic character of the room. With the small openings 
permitted for ventilation it has been found that some of 
the south and west facing rooms become excessively hot 
in summer weather, and in the dining room, which faces 
west, curtains have had to be drawn at mid-day to make it 
comfortable. The design, however, includes venetian blinds 
and fans which, when_fitted, willZovercome this.

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Owing to economy cuts and opposition from the Ministry 
of Health, underfloor heating was omitted and a system of 
radiant panels and free standing radiators was adopted. 
These radiators cause difficulties in arranging the furniture: 
in the general wards it has not been possible to place a 
bedside locker beside every bed. 

A certain amount of trolley traffic will be using the corridors, 
but barely any protection of the walls or doors has been 
considered necessary, since corridors are amply wide and the 
use of trolleys is small. Experience of the damage trolleys can 
cause to unprotected plaster and woodwork makes one fear 
for the state of these surfaces in a few years’ time. 

There are a number of examples of detailing which is no, 
easy to clean properly, such as rectangular section archi- 
traves around doors and rectangular glazing beads, and 
benches in the occupational therapy and treatment rooms are 
so constructed that it must be impossible ,to clean under 
them satisfactorily. A small point is that although patients’ 
clothes lockers have been provided adjacent to the wards 
they are not large enough to}contain clothes on{hangers. 
The use of colour internally is stimulating and pleasant and 
was selected with the advice of the medical staff, who 
regarded gaiety as an important factor. The applied paint 
colours are either whit e and grey (BS 5.058) or high chroma 
colours which contrast strongly (BS 0.001, 0.004, 0.005t 
4.059, 5.055 aad 7.033). Similarly, ‘external colour treatm2n 
is confined mainly to black, white and greys, but with 
strong colour accents of light blue and orange (BS 7.083 
and 0.004) spandrel panels which heighten the impact of 
the building in an abstract way. The use of grey fascias 
above the clerestory windows and white fascias to the

lower roof-line avoids the “‘ double-height ” effect apparent 
from certain viewpoints. 

Some of the furnishings have been chosen by the architects 
and some by the hospital staff. In the main the architects 
have chosen furnishing fabrics sensibly and sensitively, in 
character with the building, in' marked contrast to the 
urnishings chosen by the hospital staff which are unfortunate 
both in design and colour. 

So little building has been done in this field since new 
ideas of treatment for mentally sick developed that it will 
clearly be the job of the health authorities to establish 
research teams in mental hospital building similar to the 
Ministry of Education’s. 

Meanwhile, the architects have at Stone produced a 
building which in many ways answers the requirements of 
a mental hospital and is at the same time architecturally 
consistent.

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CLIENT’S REQUIREMENTS 





This hospital is intended for newly admitted patients who, 
in the majority of cases, will be discharged after a short 
period of treatment. The clients required that the first stage 


comprising male and female treatment, and canteen sections ff 


be planned on one level. Male and female wings were to 
have their own private gardens as patients are encouraged to 
circulate freely, and direct, easy access from the majority 
of wards to the gardens was one of the principal reasons 
for planning the first stage on one floor. The position of a 
two-storey extension which will have access to the 
treatment wing and canteen, had to be taken into account. 
With the exception of a few special rooms intended for 
badly disturbed patients, the clients were anxious to avoid 
any feeling of jmprisonment implied by small institutional 
windows. It was necessary however to abide by the 
statutory medical requirements governing the maximum 
sizes of panes and the extent of their opening and this 
largely governed the choice of the dimensions for the 
window module, planned on a 3 ft. 4 in. grid. 


PLANNING AIMS 





The single-storey first stage is planned in four main wings, 
intersecting at the main entrance. The male and female 
wings will accommodate 26 and 30 patients respectively and 
each is a self-contained unit with its own set of ancillary 
rooms. The larger wards of each wing open directly onto 
terraces which form part of the informal gardens. 

The treatment wing provides wards for insulin and electro- 
convulsive therapy and a room for occupational therapy 
which is capable of division into three sections. 

To the north is the kitchen and dining hall block, which is 
equipped to cater for 80 persons and will distribute food in 
heated trolleys to the male and female wings and eventually 
to the second stage, two-storey wing, to which it will be 
linked by a corridor and lift. 

The single level planning on a site with a fall towards the 
south has involved a good deal of. re-forming of the 
contours of the ground. 

The main axis of the treatment and male wings has been 
orientated to coincide with the general direction of the 
contours and reduce the amount of excavation. 

A garden for female patients has been sited to the west of 
the female wing with a grass area sloping towards the 
south, finishing at the boundary of the adjoining field with a 
ha-ha to give a feeling of greater space. Overlooking this 
grassed area will be a terrace and paved paths to sheltered 
seats sited among newly planted, selected trees. To the 
south of the male wing is a’similar garden for male patients. 
There is no barrier between these two gardens. 

On the north the approach drive leads from the main 
Aylesbury/Thame road to a forecourt north of the 
treatment wing and adjoining the dining hall. The extensive 
area adjoining the drive is to be laid out as park land. 

The building is constructed with load-bearing brick cross 
walls supporting flat roofs formed with timber joists, 
woodwool panels and felt finishing.

COST COMMENTS 





This hospital admission unit is closely comparable to the 
admission unit at Fairmile Hospital, cost analysed in the 
JourNAL of April 19, 1956, and its cost pattern as far as 
structure and finishes are concerned is very similar. The use 
of load-bearing cross-wall wings and a traditional type of 
roof construction have provided the most economical 
possible answer. The finishes are very simple and economical, 
with the exception of limited areas of terrazzo flooring, 
vertical timber strip to walls and acoustic board to ceilings. 
Once more, as in the Musgrave Park hospital extension 
(AJ, April 9, 1959) it is in the services section that costs are 
high, and indeed completely out of proportion to the re- 
mainder of the scheme, as shown below:

So Services amount to almost 47 per cent. of the cost, and 

the foundations also include for expensive crawl ducts to 

take all services, so the total expenditure on this element is) 
formidable. 

The plan shape, with two long corridor wings must account 

for some additional cost in heating, plumbing and electrical 

runs required, and the electrical installation includes special : 
heavy duty installations. One small but quite expensive item 

is the intricate key system for locks. Presumably these costly 

services are specified as necessary by the hospital authorities, 

though more data are required on hospital service costs. 

But it is a sobering thought that the architect may have to 

make a considerable effort to provide an economical building, 

while all the costs within his control are overshadowed by 

this specialists’ work. Where there is a tight purse-string, 

inevitably the building construction and finish is pared to 

a minimum.

This Sheet is the first of a series on Omnia floor con- 
struction and gives a general description of the 
system. Sheet 20.Z12 gives the treatment at walls, 
bearers, openings and transverse ribs, the provision 
for services, etc., and Sheet 20.Z13 gives loading data, 
including details of tests. 


Principle 

The Omnia floor consists of precast units and in-situ 
concrete, combining the ease in production and 
handling of the former with the advantages of a 
monolithic construction. Structurally, the floor 
behaves like an in-situ floor: it stiffens the whole 
structure, can be fully continuous across supports if 
required and can spread concentrated superimposed 
loads by the introduction of transverse beams 
contained in the slab. The precast planks being 
ordinary reinforced concrete, are not subject to 
bowing or hogging. Cantilever slabs can be con- 
structed without difficulty. The floor slab is light 
in weight and the individual components are easily 
manhandled into their final positions. The reinforce- 
ment in the precast plank is accurately placed in the 
factory so that the need for technical supervision on 
the site is reduced. 


Design and Construction 

The floor consists of precast reinforced concrete 
planks with rows of hollow blocks between and 
in-situ concrete filling. 

Plank: The plank has a concrete base 4? in. to 7? in. 
wide with lattice reinforcement projecting from the 
top, as shown in the drawings on the face of the 
Sheet. The lattice reinforcement is expanded from 
carbon steel strip which is cold rolled to increase its 
yield point to equal that of cold twisted steel to 
B.S. 785. Additional reinforcement can be incor- 
porated in the concrete base of the plank as required 
to suit the loading and span. Fixing plugs or brackets 
for suspended ceilings can be cast in if necessary. Steel 
clips at approximately 2 ft. 6 in. intervals hold the 
bottom booms of the lattice reinforcement together 
and tongues projecting from the clips hold the addi- 
tional reinforcing bars when required. 

The bottom boom and additional bars of the lattice 
reinforcement form the main tensile reinforcement of 
the floor slab: the top boom makes for ease of 
handling and also acts as compression reinforcement 
in certain cases. The diagonal ribs provide a mech- 
anical bond between the precast plank and the in-situ 
filling, as well as improving the shear resistance of the 
rib by up to 20 to 25 per cent in many instances. 
The lattice also stiffens the plank during handling 
and erection. Where additional reinforcement is 
required, it can be high tensile or cold twisted steel. 
Hollow blocks: These may be of dense or lightweight 
concrete (foamed slag, clinker, pumice, etc.) or burnt 
clay. The depth of block used is determined by the 
span, loading and depth for which the floor is 
designed: they are normally 9 in. long by | ft. 82 in. 
wide in depths of 6 in., 8 in. and 10 in., but depths of 
5 in., 7 in. and 12 in. will be available. 

Solid tray blocks: Tray blocks 4 in. deep are available 
for use where additional thickness of the in-situ 
concrete is required, e.g. to form the tee flange to 
a supporting r.c. beam, to increase shear resistance 
at ends of spans, etc.

‘Matrix: blocks: Special tray blocks are available 
with openings for the passage of services. The 
opening can be in the centre of the block or any 
one of four other positions, so that by reversing the 
block a choice of nine positions is available. (See 
Sheet 20.Z12.) 

In-situ. concrete: The planks and blocks together 
form the shuttering for the in-situ concrete which may 
be level with the top of the blocks or extend above 
them to a thickness determined by the requirements 
of the design. The drawings on the lower face of the 
Sheet show typical floor thicknesses. A range of 
typical floor sections, giving loadings for spans up to 
40 ft. 0 in., is given on Sheet 20.Z13. 


Weight

4?-in. planks weigh approximately 10 Ib. per ft. run.

Installation 

The floors are erected in accordance with drawings, 
prepared for each individual contract, which give the 
number, marking and position of every component. 
The floor requires no shuttering and props at 5 to 6 ft. 
centres only are necessary to give sufficient upward 
camber to make the slab level under the load of its 
self-weight when the props are removed. 

Tee flanges for r.c. supporting beams can be formed 
without additional labour or material by employing 
tray blocks to increase the depth of in-situ concrete 
adjacent to the beams. 

The in-situ concrete of the slab is usually cast at the 
same time as the structural beams, so that the visible 
depth of beam, measured from the top of the slab, is 
reduced by the slab thickness or, alternatively, the 
beam can be designed to be contained within the slab 
depth. (See Sheet 20.Z12.) 

Finish 

Normal floor and ceiling finishes can be applied. 
For plastering ceilings, a primary coat and finishing 
coat should be employed to avoid hair cracks due to 
drying shrinkage, or pattern-staining. Ceilings can 
be suspended by hangers from the planks or fixed to 
plugs or brackets cast in the planks.

This Sheet describes a system of board fixing which 
consists of Bowater standard insulation board and 
supporting and jointing members of extruded 
aluminium-alloy tee section. The system can be 
applied without drilling to roof or ceiling structure. 
The metal supports may be fixed to rafters, purlins 
or beams of most shapes including those of angle, 
channel, tubular or rectangular cross section. The 
boards may be fixed either parallel to the roof slope 
as a roof lining, or horizontally, to form a suspended 
ceiling.
